Mineral Watera. 

It is remarkable how tbo taste for 
natural and ortilioial mineral waters 
has grown in the last lifl<ieii yeiu-s. 
Weli-lo-ilo people rarely drink iilain 
water. They hnvo been led to prefer 
mineral or aerated drinks, it is ques- 
tionable whether it is wi.^e to iMtnuluco 
into the system the salts, sodas and 
long list of minerals which are held iu 
solution In these naturally prepared 
waters. Some of them act powerfully 
ou various parts of theayitem. News 
comes tliat tboru is a new water, pre- 
pared in Paris, that does not aeeia to be 
open to any objection, (or it Is aiMpty 
distilled water ehargud with ovvgen. 
Nine-tenths of tlie water used for drink- 
ing contains substances in solution de- 
leterious to the human ayatom. Never- 
theless diseases result (rom the use of 
rdinary water. If distilled, however, 
and kept from the air, the fluid thus ob- 
tained is innoetious. This, added to 
oxygen, ought, on general |)rinciples, 
lo bo wholesome, but tlioso who oiia 
not gut thl) gas would do wull to dis- 
till, or at least boil all the water they 
drink; but no mineral water should be 
partaken of unless muler the advioc uf a 
physician.— />c«ii)m('s Moitthly. 



Shad in the Columbia River. 

There has been soma doubt expressed 
In several quarters as to wbotbor the 
shad caught in tha Columbia River 
were true slmd, and doaccndanta of 
those planted in California waters some 
years since. Ono reason for the doubt 
WHS lliat niii!u thu shad iu California 
have attu ned their full growth, weigh- 
ing six pounds or more, tha abad 
caught in the Cohimbia this aoasOn 
were, w'th lew eveeptions, no longer 
llian thiiii! i'aii;;lii la.st year, and very 
few of them weighed over two nouniU. 
It has, however, been established ho- 
vend doubt that the shad caught iu the 
l^lumola River are real sbail. The 
Orti;oman Is in receipt of a coiumnnl- 
catlon from Hon. ISponoor F. Balrd, 
United States Commissioner of l;'Uh- 
cries, stating that several samples of 
the lish in question have been ruooivod 
by him, from examination of which bo 
has been enabl' il to determ'no the facts 
in till' casi', ami that lliere is no doubt 
whatever as tu tbo ocourrenco of shad 
in t*ie Columbia River. This settles the 
matter, and we bhall hereafter he en- 
nblod to wre tie with the bones in those 
fish with more oomplacenoy. —ArMa/id 
Ortjonian.

The causes leading to the trouble 
between t ho. Balkan states heve been

the assembled Powers, Servia has 
been led to declare war in conso- 
(picnco. The formal declaration of 
war has been made and King Milan, 
of Servia, has begun actual lighting, 
tlie Bulgarian and lloumolian ar- 
mies being led by I'rinee Alexander. 
Tlie Servian army numbers 170,41"2 
ollii ers and men and 118 gnus. The 
soldiers are well armed with the la- 
test iinprovod ritles. The Bulgarian 
forces number 60,000 men with 101 
guns. They are also well supplied with 
small arms of the heat kinds, but are 
in need of well disciplined officers 
The Basleru Uoumelian army con- 
sist* of 64,030 men and 4 guns. They 
have a surplus of officers aud an 
abundance of rifles and army sup 
plies. Prince Alexander who will 
lead tlie combined armies In person, 
numbering 124,030 men aud officers 
is an able, energetic soldier. ' Servia 
Is Ihe invader and the war will be 
waged on Bulgarian territory, which 
faet makes the I'orees pretty eveuly 
maleliod. It is not easy lo predict 
the lesiill. It is generally believed 
that Austria, Turkey, Russia, I'russla 
and perhaps Kngland will eventually 
he drawn into the struggle and that 
the little eoiitest between two iiisig- 
nilicant stales will be bnl the begin 
niugofawar that will convulse all 
Kuropc before it is ended.

A DESPEHATK IIATTI.K. 

Belurade, Nov. 17.— (ien. Topalo- 
vileh, with the Moravia division, had 
a desperate battle with the Bulga- 
rians at Tirn, and the latter were to- 
tally defeated. The Servians fought 
with great gallautry, and eaptureil 
two guns and many prisoners. Three 
battalions of Bulgarians i-endered. 

A battalion of Balgari|t«> volun-

'^^foMfRlVeV ibajrttnllt«r,Sr1lOTlt firing 
a gun, to Col. DJukenitch, command- 
ng the Serviaa Timok. divisions. 
The Bulgarians yesterday evacuated 
their fortified position at Drsgoman> 
whieh the Servian attacked on Sun- 
day. Details of the capture of Drag- 
oman I'ass by the Servians show that 
the Dreina and Sliumandga divis- 
ions, under Cols. Miclikoviteli and 
llenceky, were cnfjaged and attaeked 
the Iliil;iaiians in lorce, eonipletely 
routing them, ilordcs of lliilgarians 
laid down their arms, being jianic 
stricken. Several guns wore captured 
aud the pass abandoned. The Ser- 
vian division marching on Widdiu, 
and Intiictcd upon Ihein a crushing 
defeat. The loss was bean on both 
sides. The Servians captured 1,000 
prisoners. 

The headquarters of the Servian 
army has been fixed at Tzaribrod. 

BELtiRAiiE, Nov. 17.— The Servians 
have occupied all the positions In 
Dragoman Pass, and have captured 
the village of Dragoman. King Mil- 
an has sent a dispatcli to Queen Na- 
talie, annonneing tlie snecess of the 
Servian army. There is mni li re- 
joicing hero over the news from the 
seal of war. All the plotters against 
King Milan have been liberated, ex- 
cept Miiiderovich, a clerk in the War 
iQffite, who is cliarged with prejnry 
in denouncing his companions.

As predicted in tllcso Ictlers soino 
time stucu the chauKos In the olliees 
liare been more numerous this niontli 
lliiiii in any other one iiionlh sim e 
the change of Adiuinist ration. There 
arc lint very few old anil familiar 
laces iu the hiyh positions in the 
Treasury IJeparlnieiil. Tlie weediiig- 
out process is still ijDingon, and now 
the changes are being made in the 
lower grades. The eliaiiges arc few, 
looked at through daily glasses, hut 
when snniined up at the end of the 
month a respectable showing is made. 
It is expected that tlie number will 
be greater slili after the first Moiniay 
in Uoeeinbcr, when Congress meets. 
There arc many palpitating hearts in 
manly and womanly breasts, and the 
month of December is dreaded. 

The President U busily engaged in 
writing liis message, ami thinks tliat 
one of the best things he has done 
siuco he has been In office was issuing 
the oriior cutting olf office seekers 
11(1111 interviews, ile now liiids time 
to go over the reports of liis Cabinet 
officers and to write on his message. 
In the message he will discuss iho 
silver queslloii very thoroughly and 
set forth seasons why the Bland sil- 
ver bill should be repealed. 

The tarilf question will enter large- 
ly into the reorganization of the new 
House, and is already being animated- 
ly discussed by members iu the city.

I'rofessor Wilev, Chief Chemist of 
the Agricultural Bureau, lias gone to 
Europe to exaniiiio machinery tliere 
in use for the nianiifacliireorsorghuin 
sugar. Since Editor Coleman lias 
been Commissioner of Agriculture 
new life and Interest has been given 
to the production of sugar fh»m sor- 
ghum. His predecessor, Dr. Loring, 
had no failli in (he successful produc- 
tion of .sugar liuiii that cane, and 
discouraged experiments and Investl- 
gatioui in that interest tu the full 
extent of his power.

KKdiNA, N. W. T,, Nov, 17,-Loiils 
Kiel was executed on the seallbid ut 
ilio barracks of the mounted police 
force, near the city, for high treason 
against tlio Queen of Great Britain at 
8;2;> this morning, mountain time. 
The same extraordinary piccaiilion 
against the possible escape of Kiel or 
tho-'inttruaiou Into barracks by un- 
authorized persons was observed 
again this morning. At a mile from 
the barracks, mouiiied patrols Jcliall 
longed all pciboiis and compelled 
them to ili.sclo.->o a wriiten pass, other 
lines of guards were stationed ut 
points nearer the post, where the 
same precautions were again observ- 
ed. No ono was permitted to enter 
the guard room until S' 12 oVIoek. 

Tlio scene prasented then was that 
of Kiel on the aeaffold with Pcre An- 
dre and Father MoWilliams, wiili 
him celebrating masa. Itiel was on 
Ills bended knee wearing a loose 
woolen snrlout, gray trousers and 
w oolcii shirt. On liis feet were moc- 
casins, tlie only feature of his dress 
that pfirtook of tho Indian, that was 
in him, Uo received the notice to 
proceed to tho scaffold in the same 
composed manner shown the preced- 
ing night on receiving the warning 
of lii.= lale. His face was full of color 
and he appeared to have complete self 
possession, responding to tho service 
in a clear tone. The prisoner decid- 
ed only a inoniont before starting 
for the scaffold not to make a speccli 
'I'liis was owing to the earnest solie 
Itation of both the priests att«uding 
hiiu. 

He displayed in lucUnatton at (he 
last moment to mUBt tin addreas, but 

I'cre Andre remincd him of his prom- 
ise, and he then rose and walked tow 
aid the eiecutioiier, repeating liis 
pj ayers lo the last moment, the linal 
words escaping liim being, "Meroi, 
J esu," He diixl without a struggle. 
Xol exceeding twenty persons wore 
permitted within tlie coiilines of the 
barracks to witness the execution, 
and it was certainly performed with 
decorum and dispatch. His botly 
was taken in charge by tlie coroner, 
and the verdict usual to all state ex- 
ooutloua waa rendered.
